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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because the margins are not acceptable. 
Acceptable margins are top 2.5 cm., left 2.5 cm., right 1.5 cm and bottom 1.0 cm in A4 
and 8 1 /4 x 11 sizes. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-11 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1, line 18, it appears that "sacrifical" should be replaced with -sacrificial-. 
In claim 5, line 1, it appears that there should be a space between "the" and 
"insulating". 

In claim 6, line 1, it appears that there should be a space between "of and "the". 
In claim 8, line 2, it appears that there should be a space between "difference" 
and "is". 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
disclosure in the prior art of forming a step-shaped structure on the surface of an 
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insulating layer; performing an etch-back process to remove the sacrificial layer not 
covered by the patterned photoresist layer and form a spacer on the vertical surface; 
and using the spacer and the remaining sacrificial layer as a hard mask to remove the 
insulating layer to form two adjacent holes.
